to count. Good peanut hay should 
bring at least $20.00 per ton with 
other prices as they are today. 
but when we get ready to sell our 
hay it will be worth about $4.00 
per ton and many of us will sell 
it for that price. I would also 
like to say that the average farm- 
er in this section does not con- 
sume as much hay as he should 
en his farm. We do not feed 
enough of it to our mules, while 
some of us rarely ever give any 
at all to our cows. Every bale 
of hay grown on your farm should 
be stored on your farm and it 
should be fed to your livestock. 
While you are feeding this hay 
to your livestock you should also 
be saving every scoopful of fer- 
tilizer. Not the first bale of hay 
should be sold and not the first 
seoopful of fertilizer should be 
wasted or neglected. If we fed 
all our hay and beans to our 
stock and then saved all the fer- 
tilizer as we should there would 
not be so much poor land in this 
section of the State. Saflie has 
joined with me in making a reso- 
lution to the effect that not a 
single bale of hay shall be sold 
from our farm. Sallie has always 
jseen to it that all the cow lot 
fertilizer was taken up every day 
and properly protected from the 
sunshine and the rain, She does 
not take it up herself but she 
knows exactly how to have it 
done. TI do not know of anything 
which helps to build up our soil 
more than does peanut hay, It 
is our duty to keep and preserve 
every particle of our peanut hay 
and the day is not far off when 
we will do it.

The newly developed metal, with 
its yreater tensile strength and 
highter degree of durability, has 
made it possible to construct the 
new fleet-type submarines with a 
hull only one-quarter of an inch 
thick compared to two inches ne- 
cessary with former types steel, it 
was said, 

Although the 500-foot length is 
considerably less than that of the 
U. S. S. Nautilus, which boasts of 
outstanding performance records, 
the U. S. S. Tarpon is even more 
efficient than the larger craft and 
carries a considerably smaller 
crew. 

A crew of fifty men and five of- 
ficers operate the Tarpon. Numer- 
ous newly developed automatic con- 
trols make the reduction in per- 
sonnel possible. 

Smaller size has not made the 
Tarpon prey to heavy seas, and 
“she’s as stable as an ocean liner,” 
Lieutenant O'Shea said, in com- 
menting on the cruising ability of 
the craft, which recently completed 
the long voyage from the east coast 
alone. 

Six Others to Be Built, 


Six other submarines of the Tar- 
pon class now are nearing comple- 
tion—the Perch, Plunger, Pickerel, 
Pompano, Pollack and Permit. An- 
other six will be completed during 
the fiscal year starting July 1—the 
Salmon, Seal, Skipjack, Snapper, 
Stingray and Sturgeon. 

Officers aboard the Tarpon re- 
fused to discuss reports carried in 
the Army and Navy Register, a 
semiofficial publication, which told 
of mechanical defects uncovered in 
the generators of the main propel- 
ling plant of their vessel and three 
sister subs—the Shark, Porpoise and 
Pike. 

It was said discovery of these 
defects, during shakedown cruises 
and trial runs, would keep the new 
submarines on a reduced operating 
status until they are overcome. 


Snow Barriers in Blue 
Ridge Mountains Reduced 


Washington. D. C. — Converting | 
176,519 acres of the Blue Ridge 
mountains of Virginia into Shenan- 
doah national park disclosed some 
interesting things about mountain- 
eer life. 

Some 432 families comprising 2, 
250 individuals were moved by the 
national park service from the pic- 
turesque area to lands better suited 
to farming and more accessible to 
schools, employment, churches and 
medical care. 

Communities within walking dis- 
tance of Skyland, a popular sum- 
mer resort for a generation, have 
been snowbound year after year by 
six and seven feet of snow. There 
and in the valleys elsewhere in the 
new park, church and school at- 
tendance became impossible in the 
winter months. 

A doctor had never entered the 
home of six children, allthough one 
was called last winter when one of 
the children had double pneumonia. 

“The snow was so deep he could 
not get there,’’ said the mother, 
“so we just did the best weycould.”

When Mussolini joined the army | 


in 1915 as a private, he was al- 
ready editor of a Socialist news- 


paper and a famous man, So he} 


was offered a safe berth behind the 


trenches to write a history of the} 


regiment, “I didn't come here to 
write,” he said with indignation, 
“TIT came here to fight.” 

A short while later, his body 
was cut and torn by shrapnel. He 
was wounded in forty-two places, 
the surface line of all his wounds, 
if put together, would have meas- 
ured one yard in length. 

Mussolini once said: “J don't 
want soldiers who fight from a 
sense of duty, I want men who 


fight because they love to fight." |

His heroes are Julius Ceasar and 
Napoleon, and his gray coat, which 
he wears as commander of the 
militia, is an exact copy of one 
worn by Napoleon. 

Mussolini was brought up in 
poverty. His father ran a black- 
smith shop in lower floor of the 
house. His mother taught a few 
pupils upstairs, and the family 
was so poor that his mother ap- 
pealed to the government for help. 
But the government didn’t even 
bother to answer the letter. 

Mussolini couldn't read until he 
was fifteen years old. When he 
was sixteen, he used *o sit in the 
cowshed reading the novels of Vic 
tor Hugo while the oxen chewed 
their hay. 

At eighteen years of age, he 
worked as a common laborer for 


six vents an hour, roasted a few 


potatoes in the ashes of a fire and 
slept on a heap of straw. He was 
a station porter, a bricklayer, a 
butcher boy——but he was always 
getting fired So he tramped 
through Switzerland begging for 
bread and sleeping under bridges, 
and the police arrested him for 
vagrancy. 

Mussolini was never interested 
in money. Once when he was 
working for a Socialist newspaper, 
his wife urged him to ask for a 
raise in salary “Tm not work- 
ing for money,” he told her, “I'm 
working for an ideal. When the 
newspaper offered to raise his sal- 
ary, he refused it. 

When he was hungry and pen- 
niless, he would buy a glass of 
milk and then go to his bare room, 
take out his violin and drown all 
thoughts of hunger by playing 
Beethoven's Ninth Symphony. 

While editing his newspaper he 
would often write feverishly all 
day long and far into the night 
and then sleep on top of his of- 
fice desk. He ate the bread and 
salami his friends brought him,

He doesn’t con- 
fide in anybody, not even his wife 
He once said; “If my own father 
were to come back to this world, 


IT wouldn't place my trust even 
in him.”

Mussolini once said that during 
1934 he granted audiences to 60,000 
people—-more than a thousand a 
week or 150 a day—and that he 
had almost two million papers laid 
before him by his secretary—all 
in one year. 

He was deeply in love with his 
mother, and her death stunned 
him into temporary paralysis. He 
wears on his right hand today a 
little gold ving that used to be- 
long to her, This ring was his 
mother’s one piece of jewelry and it 
was the only legacy she left him,
